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TERMS OF FEDERAL COURT,

Fixed by a Bill Which Has Just
Passed the Benate,

The bill ereating the Middle Judicial
distriot of Pennsylvania, which had al-
ready gone through the house, passed
the senate Monday., It now goea to the
president for npprovil,

The terms of the elreult and district
courts are fixed as follows: Beranton,
fourth Monday in February and third
Monday In October; Huarrvisburg, first
Monday in May and fivst Monday in De-
cember; Willlamsport, gecond Monday
in January and second Monday in June,

The records of the courts are to be
kept at Seranton, but the courts may
provide for the Keeping of provisional
or temporary records at Harrlsburg and
Willlamsgport,
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
